THE CHELMSFORD AND MANCHESTER 
MEETINGS. 
des principal meetings for the ensuing week are Chelmsford and Manchester, 
e) 


both being fixed to commence on Wednesday, but I do not think the altera_ 

m of date on the part of the authorities at the cottonopolis a wise measure, 
as they cannot expect the fields to be so large nor the company so numerous as 
when the gathering has taken place in the week previous to the Derby. The 
southern racing men, too, will not care about journeying so far after their 
Epsom labours, and therefore the Chelmsford affair is likely to have the most 
patronage by far accorded to it from the professionals; and as the programme 
jut forth for it has considerably more features of attraction than usual, and 
great improyements have been effected in the stand and course, it will, doubt- 
less, be the best meeting ever celebrated in Essex. The Chelmsford Handicap 
and the new race, the Essex Handicap, will form a special attraction for each 
day, but, as I have not yet seen the acceptances, I can only say that, for the 
last-named event, Stanton is well in after his Harpenden running, and nothing 
Jooks so formidable after him at present as Keane and BoLEro. WiLp Rose is top 
weight in both races, but she will take some beating for all that, though she is 
to be preferred for the Chelmsford Handicap, as the distance is better suited to 
her. For the latter race, Firz Eva, Dorking, and BREECHLOADER should a)l 
show among the acceptances, and I take them to be the pick of the lot. The 
Welter Cup ought to go to GreaAmM or THE Don, and the Great Baddow 
Two-Yr-Old Stakes is apparently at the mercy of Lord Stamford and the 
French party, with one of their “dark” representatives. 

The Mauchester meeting will extend over Wednesday and the two following 
days, and though the programme has not yet been issued, most of the items 
for which an entry is made previous to the time appointed for the gathering to 
come off have been ‘published. A strong falling off is perceptible in the 
acceptances for the Tradesman’s Cup and the Salford Borough Cup, as only 
eleven are left in out of the thirty-one entered for the former, and only twelve 
out of thirty for the latter. Ivanhoff is at the top, and the Earl of Westmore- 
land at the bottom of the weights in each, and in fact, from most of the com- 
petitors being engaged in both races, it is no easy matter to ‘point out the 
probabilities in connection with them. The Tradesman’s Cup is run over a 
distance of two miles, which will suit Ivanhoff better, perhaps, than a mile 
and a-half, and it will be remembered that he won the prizes last year, in the 
most easy manner, with 6st. On the present occasion he is called upon to 
give 18lb. to Tim Whiffler, and 19lb. to Wynnstay, a task I think he will find it 
rather difficult to accomplish, but, as the Chester Cup hero must be somewhat 
stale after his recent victories, he may do it. ‘The Knave reccives 9lb. from 
Tim Whiffler, but as he has never exhibited well over a distance of ground, 
I cannot have him, and Milverton has disappointed his friends more than 
once, so that it is not unlikely that he has been overrated. WYNNSTAY was afair 
horse last year, and my present impressions are in favour of him or IvanHorr. 
The Salford Borough Cup will probably not be run till the last day, and pre- 
yious running will affect it so strongly that I can but point to Onze AMIE 
who is only engaged in this race, as the one the most likely to effect the over: 
throw of the winner of the Tradesman's Cup. The Union Cup may ‘he 
reckoned the principal race of the meeting, as the most money is added to it, 
and forty-nine horses have been handicapped for it, of Whom Garrison Beauty 
has died, and Recovery has paid. It appears such & scramble that I can only 
point to a lot likely to finish in front, and these are CALLER Ou, Sir Wu- 
LIAM, VirGitius, Vournnra, Eayprian, and WEATHERDEN, believing that the 
latter will be found a good investment, Of the thirty-four in the Manchester 
Produce Stakes none look so formidable as HuRRICANE and ZETLAND, and 
either John Osborne's or Colonel Towneley’s representative ought to carry off 
the Sapling Stakes. Both My Many and Leones are well in the the Phillips 
Handicap and_the Derby Plate, and for the Two-Yr-Old Stakes I shall stind 
Rouemsia and GouvEN Drop; for the Nursery Plate Hucu Luevs, and WEATHER-

TUESDAY: 


Tae races commenced on Tuesday, and the prospects of a Derby Day of 
surpassing grandeur and interest were most decided. The * crack” Hoekuinnd 
satisfied his friends this morning, for he was out early, and did a good gallop 
over the Derby course, to their evident gratification. : His condition and style 
of going were loudly praised on all sides, ‘and his rattling finish with The Knave 
silenced his detractors. The racing comprised no events of publicimportance 
though the Craven and Woodcote Stakes were regarded with Considerable 
interest among sportsmen and professional speculators. Betting upon the 
Derby was, as usual, actively pursued during the intervals between the races, 
and the final movements will be found fully and accurately returned below. 
The entry for the Crayen Stakes Somewhat disappointed expectations, being 

, below that of recent years. It did not include the names of any stable com- 
; panions of the prominent Derby favourites, and wag consequently deprived of 
its customary feature of interest. Rapparee (in Zetland’s stable) and King of 
| Hearts (in Ensign’s stable) were among the runners, while Wingrave, Star of 


the West, and Laughing Stock also ran, and detinitively settled their claims to

the “blue ribband.” The card to-day contained six races for decision, 
commencing at two o’clock, and immediately speculators congregated 
in the betting ring attention was directed to the Derby. Scarcely any 
change was noticeable in the toné of the market to that recorded in 
our report of Tattersall’s on Monday. 3 to 1 was offered against The 
Marquis; and Buckstone had evidently been been benefitted by his style 
of going and appearance this morning, as he returned to his old position as 
second favourite, 6 to 1 being taken about him, while 100 to 15 was accepted 
about Neptunus. 100 to 8 was the highest offer against Argonaut, and 100 to 6 
each was offered against Zetland and the Stockwell colt. Sir Joseph Hawley’s 
outsider, St. Alexis, was again backed at 1,000 fo 30. The nine entered over- 
night appeared at the post for the opening race, the’ Craven Stakes, and Sayw- 
cutter was made great favourite at 2 to1. The result was the very clever 
victory of Buckenham, who won from Star of the West and Laughing Stock 
by a length and a half. Buckenham’s success increased thé confidence of ‘Fhe 
Marquis’s supporters, a3 Mr. Savile’s colt, it will be remembered, finished 
about sixth, beaten a long way in the race, for the Two Thousand Guineas. 
This fact was evidently understood in the ring, and 5 to 2 was immediately 
taken about the favourite. The Brighton Stakes soon brought together a fleld 
of no less than twenty-flye runners; but notwithstanding this a great 
favourite was furnished in Humphrey, who was backed at 4 to1,.and who 
was in everybody’s mouth as a ‘‘certainty.”’ So it in reality proved, for the 
horse won very easily. The Half-mile Heathcote Plate brought out eight 
animals celebrated over this distance of ground, and Captain Christie's 
famous mare Miss Julia, with her old jockey Fordham in the saddle, was 
made a great favourite at even betting. She chopped her opponents, 
and bidding defiance to their efforts all the way, won very easily. Hesper, one 
of the field backed freely in the ring, did not get away, and took no part in the 
Tace. Nineteen two-yr-olds dontantad the Woodcote Stakes, and the saddling 
paddock was filled with Spectators, anxious to inspect the young ones. Lord 
Olifden, in Wadlow’s stable, was reported to have won a wonderful trial, and, 
added to his superb appearance, he was made a great favourite, and he won 
so easily from the tried public filly, The Orphan, that after the race he was 
backed for immense sums for the Derby of 1863, at as short @ price as 12 to 1; 
500 to 40 being taken as often as those odds could he obtained. Saccharometer, 
who had been for some days a favourite for the Woodcote, was reported lame 
this morning, and was not, therefore, sent to the post, although in readiness to 
fulfil his engagement. Lord Clifden was ridden by the fortunate Fordham, 
who won three out of the first four races. 

The Rous Stake was a surprise, as the favourites, Humphrey. and Adrasta, 
were beaten by Fairwater, who won a fine race by a head, and rendered her 
ignominious defeat in the Chester Cup a still stronger exemplification of the 
glorious uncertainty of the turf. The racing, notwithstanding the delays at 
the post, was concluded before six o’clock,

THE DERBY DAY. 


i [se DEBBY DAY, and ali relating to it, is a tale which has been told more 

or less Completely for néarly ninety years, and, to do it justice, we may say 
it is about the only tale that will bear telling so often. One fine Derby Day is, ina 
general way, as like another as two peas, yet even the most constant frequenter 
of the race finds in its rush ana whirl, its fun, noise, toil, and hurried incidents, 
ever something new. Itis all nongense to talk of it as a race only. Will any 
man of a calculating turn of mind, who looks at the dresses, the smart turns- 
out, with heavily-corged hampers lashed behind, tell us that racing is the object 
of it all, or will he not rather be of our opinion, and regard it as the metropolitan 
pic-nic, London's only carnival and ereat day out? Itis all very well to gloss 
the matter over by an_octasional reference to the ‘ kerreckt kard,’’ or some 
mild talk of the latest betting ‘at the Corner,” “odds,” “ flelds,” “favourites,” 
“dark horses,” and other turfité “shaves,” But the men who are going to the 
Derby because every one else goes, and who evince as much eagerness to be 
off as if they owned half the starters, in reality would not care if the race was 
to be run in four-wheeled wagons. The Epsom epidemic which seizes 
Londoners on this occasion is a very” subtle disease, the influence of 
which is not felt in all its force till “the sun gives promise of a' 
goodly day.’’ Then it is that everybody yields to the mania, from 
the little children carrying large ones, who sit in the dust and shout at 
everything on wheels, up to the venturesome youths who are seized with: 
such sudden indisposition the night before as to be “quite incapable of 
attending to business,” &c., and who now show the rapid progress of their 
malady by appearing behind cigars, white hatted and little dolled, dashing 
aside their blue or green yeils with graceful nonchalance, and making believe 
as if they did not want to wear them. The Elephant and Castle is the great 
rendezvous for such choice spirits. Not that they care about the road; the 
road may do well enough for ladies, but they go to see the race, of course. As 
turfites and sporting characters, therefore, they interchange third-rate racing 
scandal loud enough to attract the notice of the seedy individuals who have 
been betting thousands with ostentatious secrecy among themselves. WNot- 
withstanding the magnitude of their transactions, however, these betting men 
are very affable—very ; and though standing to win or lose ten thousand 
pounds, they are nevertheless open to small offers, and addresses being 
exchanged, book bets of a pound or thirty shilings with suspicious 
greediness. Coach-load after coach-load of such frolicsome pets roll 
away, some of whom have already so far anticipated’ the pleasures 
of the day, that even thus early they require a friendly hand to steady 
them in their seats. It is ten o'clock; the traditional dust has risen to 
its full height; the weather is hot, the road swarming, and the Derby Day 
begins. It is all very well to rail against the dust, but it is our. deliberate 
conviction that the Derby would be a failure without it. People dress for it, 
look for it, and almost like the taste of it when it comes. There may, however, 
have been a little too much of it this year; for the road was marked by a dense 
ridge of stony particles of such consistency that it seemed hard to believe it 
would ever disperse again, but remain suspended evermore, a permanent 
feature in the landscape. Each cortége seemed to be waited on by its own 
particular simoom, which hung upon its track with suffocating pertinacity, 
reducing ‘‘ horses and colours of the riders” to one dull arid hue, which render 
recognition of friends or features difficult. Is it possible to ascertain tho 
precise number of luncheons lost this year through friends on the Downs being 
thus disguised, as completely asif at a masquerade, in gritty atoms? 

The road, in fact, was much the same as heretofore—that is to say, as inde- 
Scribable as ever. On it might be seen everything that would go upon wheels, 
and not a few which, as it eventually turned out, would not go at all. There 
was everything in the way of vehicular contrivance—grand, moderate, seedy, 
and used up—from the very fast drag down to the humble costermonger's cart, 
or the not much better post chaise which had been a pigeon roost any time 
these months past in the worst inn’s worst yard... The quadrupeds, as a matter 
of course, were as numerous and not less varied, comprising a liberal per 
centage of those that wouldn’t go and those that couldn't, and never should 
have tried atall. All through Clapham and Cheam the road was lively, and 
the turnpikes as annoying and obstructive as ever. The “villa residences” 
and “ eligible family mansions” were Stuccoed over with fair spectators, be- 
gimming with young ladies in charming moring costume in the gardens, ° 
making believe to be indifferent to drags and guardsmen, and ending at the 
upper windows with a-perfect show of babes and nurslings, apparent! ynota 
whit the less interested because they knew nothing of the matter. All the 
“Minerva Houses” and.‘‘Young Ladies’ Seminaries,” too, were well repre- 
sented, the young onés occasionally darting across the road, as Punch's cabman 
would say, ‘‘asif it was their own private garding,” or pausing timorously 
upon the brink of the path with such naive helplessness as engaged the sym- 
pathy of the young men whirling by, and not the less effectually because the 
belles appeared to bear their check with cheerful patience. A few miles onthe 
road evidences of mishap became numerous, and now and then was met a party 
looking wrathfully at the ill-conditioned brute that had brought them to grief, 
&nd which was still contemplating his hoofs with unswerving obstinacy, or 
else, as near the course, it wasa bony animal who had died outright, and 
Féduced the blue-veiled clerks to the unpleasant necessity of. passing a dreary 
time under a hedge, or getting into the shafts themselvés. Of course for these 
last there was no want of consolation in the way of liberal offers from the 
passers by to let their friends know where they were, that the servant might 
be sent for them at bedtime, with friendly intimations now and_ then that the 
lamented decease of the quadruped would necessitate their calling for orders 
next day on foot. It seems strange, but it is no less true, that somehow or 
other it is generally the very ambitious equipage which thus fall short; The 
costermonger, with his family of nine inside and a select circle of inimediate 
relatives on the shafts, manages to jog on well enough. ‘The hill up to the 
course is, however, the great touchstone of equine merit, and at this point it is 
astonishing the unanimity with which horses appear to entertain the idea 
that they have done enough. ‘The ‘‘gay” animals that have been entering 
short protests on their hind legs all the way down, now come out in.their true 
colours, and the result is a dead stop for some ten minutes, till the refractory 
brute is lashed into a field, when it is suddenly discovered that another animal |

deponent sayeth not. Truly enough is the remark that the Derby Day. is 
the great holiday of hard-working England. We have not as many saints’ 
days as they have in contiven al countries, but we do our best to cram all the 
fun of the year into eighicen hours, and we generally succeed. Frum the 
Premier down to the poor cabby we all own the infiuence of the time. Cares, 
anxieties, and worries for the space of one day are consigned to the vasty deep. 
Upon that day all blue devils commit suicide, Creditors dre not. Bills of 
exchange and promissory notes cease to ryn. Work jg forgotten, “Honourable 
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Members who have no parliamentary duties leave’ their private affairs 
to take care of themselves. The two tall sentries at the Horse Guards 
feel a mad desire to give their two huge black horses a breather up 
Whitehall in honourable rivalry. The nurses with the perambulators would 
like to run their vehicles against each other for the Two-Year-Old Stakes, 
The baker's boy, who delivers the rolls at the door, has a small bet with y 
upon the favourite, intimating by a wink that he is not without pretensions to 
that character: If the great heart of England, during those twenty-four hours 
were opened upon it would be found engraven in sanguine characters a list of 
the running horses, with the names, weights, and colours of the riders. Turf- 
ites are, of course, aware that “ The Derby ” is for three-yr-olds, colts having to 
carry 8st 101b, and fillies 8st 5Ib. After striking out all the horses disqualified 
by the deaths or default of nominators, there were still 233 subs. This num- 
ber was only beaten thrice, 246 subscribing in 1859, 240 in 1861, and 237 in 
1849. We have had no very startling surprise, during the last sixteen years, 
in the result of the race, for Daniel O'Rourke, Ellington, Blink Bonny, and 
Kettledrum, although they started at good prices, had been backed for immense 
sums Of money; and ihe nearest touch we have had since Merry Monarch 
startled the Turf by his victory, was Black Tommy's second in 1857, the fol- 
lowing Table showing how the favourites and outsiders have fared since the 
Judge appeared to have laid down the rule of placing more than two horses:—

and whirled off with a speed not to be expected on such pressing occasions. Not 
only in London and during the journey was accommodation of ngers 
studied, but also at Epsom, where the means of exit so many well con- 
ducted that the throng separated and got into the main road with extreme 
facility, The directors of the two lines cannot be too highly commended for 
the whole of the management they so promptly made for the occasion. 


THE COURSE. rca 


If the road and the rail baffle description, what can be done with the Course? 
What descriptive powers are there within the reach of money to be procured 
to pourtray this scene? Would the united powers of a Dickens, with his lights 
and shadows ; a Thackeray, with his caustic humour; a Bulwer Lytton, with 
his graphic sentiment; and a Carlisle, with his philosophic and highly-wrought 
reasoning powers, suffice to do justice to that great scene which extended before 
the eye of the visitor to Epsom Downs on Wednesday? We really think not, for 
there in one vast throng huddled together,all animated by one prevailing excite- 
ment, struggled and gasped the elite and the refuse, of not only England, but 
the world. Perhaps that singular being, the “ oldest inhabitant” of Epsom, 
could not look back and say, with truth, that he remembered such a 
gathering, or if he can we confess that we cannot. London is, of course, full 
of visitors from all quarters of the globe, and of course those visitors went to 
the Derby; how they all got there, even with the fact of the gigantic surging 
masses of humanity pouring in from Waterloo and London Bridge stations, 
and by the more popular ‘“ Road ” before us is a mystery. Thero 
were, of course, the usual number of itinerants, vending every ugly and un- 
describable article wherewith the frequenters of Epsom are wont to deck 
themselves after the race, and there were also purveyors of cocoa-nuts, ginger- 
bread, &c. &c., which people will eat, in spite of their being directly anta- 
gonistic to the good digestion which the air of the Surrey hills generally makes 
wait on appetite. The booths were, of course, in full force, and as numerously 
patronised as ever. Nothing could equal the confusion in the neighbourhood 
of these places for the sustenance of the inner man—for there speculation 
was at its height, and betting was combined with great facility with eating and 
drinking. Conspicuous on the Grand Stand; amidst a throng of representa- 
tives of all nations, were the Japanese Ambassadors, who watched the pro- 
ceedings with the keenest interest. What could have been their thoughts on 
coming into such a scene? What do they think of Englishmen after behold- 
ing them in all the glory attending the Derby, and what will they 
say when Japan is reached? These are questions which suggested themselves 
to hundreds who gazed on the swarthy but far from unintelligent features of 
these official representatives of a country of which so little is known.. That 
they were entertained andsurprised was evident; that they were delighted 
and charmed, and will long retain a vivid impression of the sight, is beyond 
doubt. The visitors to the Grand Stand, and indeed the majority of sight- 
seers, arrived much later than on former years, for not long before 1 p.m. 
the course presented a somewhat thin appearance; but any idea that 
this was to be the order of the day was soon dismissed by the mobs from 
all quarters taking up their positions, and blotting out the whole delightful 
prospect of gréen hills, and giving the vast space before one the appearance 
of a mammoth ant hill—only that the scene was even more bustling than that 
of the busy ant, so often and so truthfully used comparatively. Of course the 
Grand Stand was the centre of attraction, for there, in ranks closely packed, 
stood or sat the choicest beauties of the country, presenting a picture worth a 
long journey to look upon. The interest taken in the race by the fair sex was, 
although not quite commensurate with that shown by the stronger vessels, of 
sufficient strength to induce them to indulge in the usual amount of specula- 
tion in kid gloves and other feminine articles used by them for staking 
on such occasions. The great feature the course presented was, however, 
that when the course was cleared for the great race; then the excite- 
ment which, be it understood, had never waned from the commence- 
ment of the day, broke out into something like a flerce roar; and 
as the favourites came out and cantered past the Stand this in- 
creased into a perfect storm of human voices, which was hushed and 
still when the thirty-four contending horses went together to the starting-post. 
Then came another fierce outbreak as they went off well together, and kept 
steadily increasing until at length Tattenham Corner was reached, and then 
the cries and yells from thousands of throats simultaneously entirely baffles 
description. It is most satisfactory to report that at the moment of writing 
no account of accident has reached us from any quarter. 


The racing commenced exactly at two o’elock with the Manor Plate, for 
which five out of the eight nominations ‘ silk, and a very interesting 
race resulted in the victory of Spencer under the) judicious tooling of Lynch. 
The Derby Stakes—of course the ne plus wlira race of the meeting—was fixed 
for three o'clock punctually, and amidst fhe deafening din of assembled 
millions, almost from all climes and countries, was the large number of 
thirty-four runners telegraphed as starters for the Blue Riband of the 
Turf for 1862. This extended field had been long anticipated; and it was 
impossible for any previous Derby to have excited more interest than the pre- 
sent one. The Two Thousand running had clearly brought The Marquis into 
extremely popular favour, and his admirers were keen in their belief to the 
last moment that the line was good enough for aJl the purposes of a legi- 
timate victory. Buckstone, as may likewise be imagined, was an im- 
mense pot; he was the pick of the basket for a whole multi- 
tude of speculators, and it would be idle to speculate to what 
extent these two animals have been backed, more especially since Caterer was 
reported as being a little off, so that there was just the doubt that the recent 
Newmarket running could not be upset by Mr. Naylor's slashing bay produce 
of Stockwell. Argonaut, Zetland, Neptunus, and Ace of Clubs were sup- 
ported by the current investments of hundreds. The details of the race wo 
give sufficiently below for our readers to form something like a judgment as 
to the manner in which. the great equine struggle of this year was con- 
tested. Of the millions that had been won and lost by the issue of 
the race no one can possibly conceive; it is the whole trading of profit and 
loss to man—the exchequer transfer of the cireulating medium with others. 
The success of Mr. Snewing was cordially hailed by his brother sportsmen. 
It may be mentioned that the horse was admirably ridden. The race lay with 
the leading trio all the way from Taitenham Corner, where the hopes of Sir 
Joseph Hawley were utterly destroyed. The pace exactly suited Caractacus, 
the winner of the Bath and Somersetshire Stakes last week, and all the efforts 
of Ashmall, on The Marquis, to regain his lead, which he had to that point, 
were futile ; he never could get up, and it, was clearly an easy victory. Imme- 
diately after the race was run, many hundreds of spectators left the course as 
speedily as possible for town, and the groups on the Downs began to surrender 
themselves to fun and jollity, now that the grand event of the day was over. 
Caractacus, who is by Kingston, one of the best racing sires we ever saw, 
is in the St. Leger; he certainly won by fulla stone in hand on the Bath 
Course of Landsdowne; and proved himself, in this contest, as fully 
enabled to cover the distance; and to all appearance it certainly looks very 
rosy as a premier chance for the Doncaster St. Leger, in which race Mr. 
Snewing's colt is engaged. Keane sacked the Bentinck Plate froni Woman in 
Red; Wild Rose completely ran away from the lot in the Epsom Town Plate; 
and Mr. H. Parker’s Winsome filly cut in for the fimal event of the day—-the 
Burgh Stakes.

As it 1 sae te the official time of starting the utmost excitement pre- 
vailed. The lot took their preliminary canters, and were every one scanned 
by the eyes of every connoisseur present. The horses were submitted to the 
samo careful scrutiny when walked in the paddock, from which they 
passed in Indian file to the brow of the hill, where the start had to 
be effested. It was a really beautiful sight to see the fluttering of 
the diferent coloured silk juckets in such a strong field. There 
were thie false starts, in the last of which Ensign was very restive, and 
broke away. Then came another false start, caused by Tolurno; and at the 
next attempt the lot got clear away from the starter. Argonaut was the very 
first off, supported on the whip hand by The Marquis, Tolurno being third, 
Ashford fourth, Neptunus heading the next ruck, in which was Buckstone and 
Caractacus. At the top of the hill Argonaut was pulled backinto the fourth place, 
and The Marquis immediately took up the running, Tolurno following second. 
At the mile post Ashford dropped off, and Tolurno also declined. The Marquis 
carried on the running to Tattenham Corner, where the lot were quite 
scattered in position, but at that point he was passed by Caractacus (who had 
about there emerged from the middle ruck) Buckstone, and Nottingham. The 
latter horse fell away beaten on entering the distance, and Caractacus took on 
the running, and won very cleverly, beating Marquis, who made his final 
effort opposite the betting enclosure, by a neck. Buckstone was separated 
from Marquis by a length and a half. Neptunus was fourth. 

Zetland tinished fifth, well up; The Knave next; Lord Burleigh seventh ; 
and the rest all pulled up in scattered form. The very last of all was Maha- 
rajah. Both Spite and Nottingham broke down very badly; and the contre- 
temps was much regretted, as the latter was in a famous frontal position at 
Tottenham Corner. The race was run in 2min. 45sec. Caterer was scratched 
in the morning. The success of Caractacus was totally unexpected, his run- 
ning at York h° ying stalled off the best part of his friends, and the stable 
likewise.

JOHN HANKS CLASPER. 


JOHN CLASPER, whose portrait we give in this number, and whose match on 
the Tyne against Drewitt we recorded in our last impression, is the son of the 
famed Harry Clasper, the father of the Tyne. He is over 25 years of age, 
stands 5 feet 5} inches, and weighs 8st 3lb. We need hardly say that Clasper 
does not, therefore, boast of much fiesh; muscle and bone are the chief con- 
Stituents of his frame, and these have been so developed as to secure agility 
and strength. It might almost be said of Clasper that he was cradled*in a 
skiff ; he has certainly been an amphibious “ crittur” froma very early period. 
Born in 1836, he was entrusted with the lines in 1846 in several local contests. 
In 1849 he steered the Coombes and the Claspers to victory in the Thames 
National Regatta; but it was not until 1852 that he entered the aquatic circles 
on his own account, he and his uncle Hawkes beating Messrs. Bagnell and 
Cresswell in a pair-oared race.on the Tyne. To pursue his career onward 
would involve the repetition of a great many of the performances of his 
honoured father and friends with whom he was associated in almost all the 
races that have since taken place in the country. Suffice it that at 26 years 
of age Clasper is the hero of 51 contests out of 77. He has won 21 and lost 18 
skiff races; in pairs, won 10 and lost 4; and in four-oars, won 20 and lost 4. 
‘‘John," as he is familiarly referred to on the Tyne, had been for a month 
prior to his last race under the careful training of father and uncle. The boat 
he rowed weighed 28lb, and was built by his father. We need hardly say it of 
any of Clasper’s boats, but both skiffs were models of their line, and were 
from the same workshop.

born at Battersea, Surrey, June Ist, 1826, and took his first preliminary canter 
in the celebrated old Red House Grounds, Battersea, the new park now 
covering the spot. Levett's first run did not give much promise of his future 
excellence, it not being above two yards, and he not being more than jifteen 
months old. His first race for money was 100 yards, which he won. To enu- 
merate all his brilliant performances would fill a volume. Suffice it to say, he 
has run in matches and handicaps upwards of 200 times, winning on an ave- 
rage at least twenty-five times to losing once. All the best men of his day had 
to cry a goto him at some length or another. About six years back he had 
the misfortune to badly sprain the achille tendon of one leg, and having begun 
running on it again before it was properly sound it went again; and as it was 
a long time getting well he got too stout; and not being ever able to get down 
again to his proper running weight, 7st. 12lb., he has never been able to run in 
anything like his old form since. Levett, for style of going, was considered 
gecond to no man, and, as we said above, some of his performances have been 


wonderful indeed. In fourteen days he won three great races, viz., John Tet- } 


low, of Hollinwood, four miles, £50, Hyde Park, Sheffield, March 16th, 1852, 
winning with the most ridiculous ease; George Frost, the Suffolk Stag, £100 
championship and belt, Old Copenhagen Grounds, Islington, London, March 
22nd, 1852, defeating the Stag at the finish with great ease, and running 10 
miles and 250 yards over (measured by mistake) in the wonderful time of 52 
min. 35 sec., with a broiling sun overhead the whole time. He then, on the 
following Monday, March 29, 1852, won the great 20 miles race on the same 
ground with the greatest of ease, beating Jackson, the Deer, Cook of Green- 
wich, Pudney (then a colt), and alotmore. Jackson had the lead for 11} miles 
on sufferance, but Levett had all dead beat at 15 miles. and at 16} miles the 
celebrated Mr. E. Drinkwater and the late Dan Dismore stopped him and made 
him walk the remainder of the distance, the next man to him being one mile 
behind, the Deer having retired, being run completely off his legs. Levett ran 
that distance in the most extraordinary time of 1 hour 29 min. Levett then 
offered to run 12 miles in one hour, or 22 miles in two hours; but this and the 
previous performance being so extraordinary opened people’s eyes, and he got 
no match on. Many people run away with the idea that no man but Jackson 
ever ran 1l milesin one hour. Levett ran Richard Manks, the Warwickshire

Mx. Epitror,—As the great difference in weight of the crews in the late 
Oxford and Cambridge match has excited considerable attention. I have taken 
the trouble to extract from your files the average weights of the crews in the 
only fourteen matches in which the weights are recorded, and have tabulated 
them as below. The match of 1849, which terminated in a foul, I have given 
to Oxford, whose crew was apparently the best, and for a similar reason I 
have given the match of 1859, where the Cambridge boat sank, to Cambridge. 
The cases in which the heavier crew won are marked with an asterisk (*),

It will be seen that in cight cases the heavier crews have won, in six cases the 
lighter. In the only two cases in which the difference has exceeded 4lb the 
heavier crews have won. Though the average weight of the Oxford crews 
has slightly exceeded that of the Cambridge crews, yet the Cambridge have 
been the heavier eight times out of the fourteen, ‘The differences have been 
very great, Oxford in 1858 .averaging 11st 12lb, and Cambridge in 1854 
10st Tilb; but it is remarkable that, until 1862, the crews have been pretty 
well matched ; both were very heavy in 1858, both very light in 1854, No crew 
averaging less than lst 4lb has ever won except in 1854, when the antagonists 
averaged only 10st liJb. On the whole, there is not much result to be drawn 
from the tables, except that apparently a University crew should not average 
less than list 4Jb, and that a difference of more than 4lb’a man seems fatal, 
but that a difference of less than 4lb a man is of very little consequence.
